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School board to address 
hazing recommendations

The Wilmington School Com- 
mittee plans to address recommen- 
dations from the Department of 
Education to bring the system into 
compliance with the state's anti- 
hazing laws. 

At their meeting last week, com- 
mittee members voted unanimously 
to accept the findings of Dan 
French, director of the Education 
Department's Bureau of Student 
Development and Health, and to 
notify French of their intention to 
comply with all recommendations. 

In his January 27 report, French 
wrote that the section on hazing and™ 
disciplinary measures in the High 
School Handbook must be revised 
and the handbook distributed to 
every student in September along 
with copies of the hazing law. In 
addition, French recommended 
professional development for all 
staff members on the hazing law as 


well as orientation programs for 
students and parents and more 
participation by the high school 
principal in any appeal process. 

Supt. Geraldine O'Donnell said 
she was developing a plan of action 
to meet French's concerns as well as 
an immediate response to the letter, 
which is due February 26. The 
superintendent told the committee 
the professional development work- 
shop will not only cover hazing but 
issues of self esteem and school 
climate as well, She added a 
systemwide PAC will meet in 
March and begin addressing hazing 
as well as family issucs of stress and 
violence, . 

Anne Linehan, who filed the 
initial complaint of non-compliance 
with the state, raised the issue of 
teachers being mandated reporters 
of child abuse. French had called the 


hazing incidents “reports 
child abuse" in his r 
criticized staff for not report 
hazing to the Department of 
Services. Linchan asked how 
issue would be dealt with in the 
future. Commiticewoman Peppy 
Kane urged O'Donnell to inform 
staff and members of the proper 
procedure to file a report of child 
abuse. O'Donnell promised to 
include the recommendation in the 
professional development workshop 


as well as one by Linda Mc 
Menimen to discuss sexual 
harassment

committee also agreed to attach 
copies of the having reports by 
French, former superintendent Bill 
Fay, and Principal Pau!

Town meeting warrant 
has 26 submitted articles

Twenty-six petitioned articles 
were submitted to the town clerk 
by the February 12 deadline for 
inclusion in the April 24 town 
meeting warrant. Of those, five are 
rezoning articles, two seek to lift 
deed restrictions, and 11 are for 
the purchase or transfer of town- 
owned land. 

One of the more timely articles 
was submitted by Anne Linehan. 
Linehan submitted an amendment 
to Wilmington's recall law which 
would require that "substantiated 
evidence of alleged allegations 
accompany grounds for recall of 
any elected official." Linehan said 
she submitted the article in the 
wake of the recent recall attempt of 
two school committeemen because 
she felt the charges on their recall 
petitions hadn't been substantiated. 

Christos Eliopoulos, owner of a 
business at 371 Main St., submitted 
an article asking voters to amend 
the zoning bylaw to allow limited 
seating in establishments classified 
as sandwich shops. He proposes 
that up to 20 seats be allowed on 
the premises of such establish- 
ments. 

Robert LaRivee of Sherwood 
Road is asking voters to approve 
the filing of a petition in the 
General Court for an act relative to 
Reduction in Ranks for certain 
public employees in Wilmington. 
The act concerns permanent 
employees of the local police force. 

Four of the articles ask that 
residents approve the appropriation 
of funds for various veterans’ 
clubhouses and for the observance 
of Memorial Day and Veteran's 
Day. 

Erik Pote of Wing Road asks, in 
two articles, for the town to 
transfer two town-owned lots to 
him and his family in exchange for 
approximately 10 acres of land 
owned by his grandparents off 


Butters Row. The land is wet and 
could be tranferred to the 
Conservation Commission, Pote 
wrote in a letter to the town clerk

Fincom 
budget

Members of the Wilmington 
Finance Committee had few 
problems with budgets presented to 
them Tuesday by Building Inspec- 
tor Jim Russo and Health Director 
Greg Erickson. However, Fincom 
Chairman Tom Casey did question 
separate salaries to Russo: $46,529 
for his position as Building Inspec- 
tor and $12,000 for his position as 
Electrical/Wiring Inspector. 

Russo and Erickson, along with 
Planning/Conservation Director 
Lynn Duncan, were: the first 
department heads to come before 
the finance committee in a review 
of the FY 1994 proposed budget 

Casey told Russd, to him, 
$12,000 denotes “an awful lot of 
work" and said it appeared Russo 
was putting in a 70 hour work 
week with his two jobs. 

"Easy," replied Russo. 

"To me that's an exhorbitant 
work load. I doubt if anyone 
coming in behind you would do it,” 
said Casey 

Town Manager Michael Caira 
said he was under the impression 
Russo was putting in 35 hour 
weeks. He did admit, though, it was 
probable Russo works extra hours 
doing work outside town hall. He 
added he would look into the 
situation. 

In answer to another question, 
Caira explained Russo's two 
salaries were separated in the 
budget and the wiring inspector's 
salary went to a flat rate in order

ESTATE TAX 
RUMORS 

A Congress that's looking for 
money to spend may well cast an 
eye to estate and gift taxes. For 
openers,the top estate and gift tax, 
which fell to 50 percent at the 
start of this year, will probably go 
back to 55 percent. But don't 
worry: it affects only estates over 
$3 million. 

For some time there has been 
talk about lowering the exemption 
*. the amount you can leave your 
heirs tax free from the current 
$600,000 down to $200,000 or 
$300,000. This would affect some 
15 percent of estates, up from the 
two percent that now pay federal 
estate taxes, 

Even more likely, though, is that 
the exemption phaseout would ,be 
lowered. Now, that $600,000 
Starts to phase out as taxable estate 
and gifts exceed $10 million, 
disappearing totally at $21 
million. New regulations might 
start the phaseout at a "mere" $5 
million or less. 

Another possibility is collecting 
a capital gains tax on assets owned 
at death. Currently, those gains 
are not taxed at all, and the heirs 
get a stepped up basis determined 
by value at the time of death.

There's a strong stench of foul play in this community and 
it's coming from the skeletons hidden in the Wilmington 
Housing Authority closet by its toppled former executive 
director Ella Belmore. 

Though no longer on the public dole, Belmore's reign of 
incompetence and dereliction of public duty is only now 
being fully exposed, just as she has the unmitigated nerve to 
apply for unemployment compensation at the taxpayer's 
expense. 

But the argument must finally be made that Belmore has 
cost us all quite enough and that the local government should 
instruct its chief legal counsel to appeal Belmore's 
application for unemployment insurance on the grounds that 
Belmore engaged in deliberate misconduct while in office. 

It's like watching that recent Frontline special on J. Edgar 
Hoover. Belmore, for all her outcries of unfair treatment, 
was herself being unfair to the taxpayers she was supposed to 
serve. Her administration is now being examined by neutral 
third parties, accountants with no political motivations, who 
are reporting the hard and somber facts that Belmore 
violated the law and spent our money recklessly as though 
she was her own savings and loan. 

The most recent case in point is the bogus.contract with 
Gracia Construction of Wilmington. Gracia got a sweetheart 
deal, no-bid-contract for $9,000 from Belmore to pave 
driveways at housing authority properties. The driveways 
are noteworthy for cracks and below-par quality. 

Belmore clearly violated the state procurement law. 


Further, the Authority's own bylaws were breached when | 


Belmore made payment without approval from the board's 
treasurer, Al Meegan. Instead, Belmore got signoffs from 
her two Walter McCarthys, Dan Gillis and Joan Sadowski. 

We'll leave it for another chapter as to the real relationship 
between Gracia and Belmore, but let's just say some local 
pols may have reason to sweat today. 

Ella Belmore has duped us all for long enough and even 
her ‘rabid, fanatical ally Selectman Chet Bruce will be hard 
pressed to tolerate this stench. 

What stinks the most is the entire pile of Belmore offenses. 
Her personal vendettas against board members who dared to 
question her unorthodox practices have resembled purges of 
the Stalin era, When Al Meegan sought a vote which would 
allow him to continue renting property to a minority, section 
eight tenant, Belmore invented a story that federal officials 
advised against granting the waiver. When contacted by the 
media federal officials explicitly denied ever rendering such 
advice. 

Belmore's housing authority administration was a landscape 
of insubordination, personality politics and apparently illegal 
financial practices. The evidence is mounting that she was 
everything a good town émployee is not and officials at town 
hall have every reason to appeal Belmore's unemployment 
compensation claim. There should be no reward for her 
malfeasance.

Metrication 


by George R. Allan 

Metrication is coming. No, it is 
not a new tax proposal by President 
Clinton. And it is not a new video by 


Madonna. Metrication is -the 
conversion from the way we 
currently. measure to the more 
universal metric system. 

The current inch/pound system of 
measurement creates an unneces- 
sary trade barrier for U.S. products 
abroad. Today, the only other 
country that isn't metric is Liberia. 
I don't think our adherence to our 
current system is out of loyalty to 
Liberia. 

Why have we been so reluctant to 
convert? Stubbornness? Lack of 
governiielit Méadetkh ip? Pro! 
both. J 
doing ‘it doesn't mean we have to. 
Right? That is the wrong attitude in 
a global market place. 

In 1975, Congress passed the 
Metric Conversion Act, but since it 
was voluntary, it was ignored by 
most people as well as the federal 
government. Back then England, 
Japan and Canada hadn't converted 
either. Today the situation is 
different, which is why in July, 
1992, President Bush signed an 
Executive Order requiring federal 
agencies to develop plans for the 
transition to the metric system. By 
January, 1994, the design of all 
federal construction projects must 
use the metric system, However, it 
does not have a deadline for 
conversion by the private sector, 

The federal government is the 
largest customer of American in- 
dustry. Therefore, private compa- 
nies will be encouraged, indeed 
forced, to go metric. 

Many people are apprehensive 
about the metric system. In 
actuality, it is much simpler than the 
current system because it is based on 
multiples of 10. For example, 100

centimeters equal one meter; 1000 
meters equal one kilometer; and 
1,000 grams equal one kilogram, 
That makes more sense than 36 
inches in one yard; 5,280 feet in one 
mile; and 16 ounces in one pound. 

Metric measurements have been 
creeping into every day usage. We 
buy soft drinks in two liter bottles, 
Take a look at the ads for cars in the 
newspaper, and you will see 
reference to three and four liter 
engines. Even Fenway Park has 
distances to the wall painted in 
meters and feet. 

Sometimes the mixing of the two 
systems can be confusing. If you 
look at your box of Cheerios, and 
you will.note the serving size is, 
given in ounces,but the nutritional 
information, such as fat and protein, 
is given in grams or milligrams. 

No one has put a price tag on the 
cost of conversion, but think about 
the implications. Millions of road 
signs, speed limit signs and distance 
signs along our highways will have 
to be changed.Private industry will 
also be hit in the pocketbook. For 
example, water pipe manufacturers 
will be able to change its products to 
metric dimensions, but demand for 
water pipe made to existing 
standards will continue because of 
repairs or completion of already 
initiated projects, This will have an 
economic effect because inventories 
will have to double until existing 
dimension pipe is used up. 

However, for some of us, the only 
impact of the metric conversion 
might be the need to re-think some 
common phrases, for example: 

"A gram of prevention is worth a 
kilogram of cure." 


"Give them a centimeter and they 


take a kilometer."

Dear Larz: 

The Mass. House of 
Representatives recently adopted 
legislation that seeks to revitalize 
our educational system and better 
prepare our children for the 21st 
century, The progressive mission of 
this legislation however could be 
negated by some of the provisions 
adopted as part of this bill. 

Three specific areas of concern to 
me deal with authority delegated to 
management. It is my understanding 
that the so called education reform 
bill will include the following: 1) 
allowing a superintendent of schools 
to terminate principals for "good 
cause" in contrast to "just cause" as 
is now the case, 2) allowing a 
superintendent of schools to 
terminate a principal without any 
consent of the school committee, 3) 
to prevent principals (who are 
considered management) from 
unionizing, 

One would have to ask if in fact 
these three elements of the 
education bill would actually 
provide real reform to our 
educational system. It has become 
increasingly apparent that this bill is 
simply a weak attempt to 
restructure public education, 

Perhaps superintendents of 
should be given more 
ity when terminating school 
principals. This writer believes 
however that the schoo! committce 
should maintain at the very least, 
oversight to this process. I also 
wonder if the legislature can legally

The Central Mass Mosquito 
Control Project personnel range a 
continuous year round battle against 
this little pest in an effort to make 
our summer time activities a more 
pleasant experience. ; 

The Northborough based project 
which is responsible for controlling 
mosquitoes in 26 Middlesex and 
Worcester County communities is 
proceeding with their winter task. 

The most important phase of good 
environmentally sound mosquito 
control is known as source 


reduction of water management. 
This-technique is the most effective 


for long term control since it deals 
with the sources of the problem 
“Mosquito Breeding Sites." By 
cleaning brooks, streams, ditches 
and culverts many mosquito 
breeding sites can be eliminated. 
The project uses specially built 
swamp going tractors as well as 
manual labor forces to accomplish 
this task, Water management is a 
year round program, which helps 
the community with drainage 
problems as well as with mosquito 
problems.

I am putting this 
information in the column now, to 
answer the questions on when will 
we have Mr. Brown at the center. 
More information will come later, 

Medicare/Medicaid 

Many seniors get mixed up with 
the words Medicare and Medicaid. 
Both are government sponsored 
health care programs that help pay 
medical bills. The eligibility rules 
for both are very different. 
Medicare is a "health insurance 
program that is attached to the 
Social Security Program. Medicare 
is administered through the Social 
Security office. It is in two parts A 
and B. A pays hospital bills. How, is 
it paid for? It is paid for by a 
portion of the Social Security-taxes 
you paid while working. Part B is 
the amount of insurance taken from 
your SocialvSecurity check every 
month and pays for medical 
treatment received from doctors or 
other health providers. No one 
receives Medicare until they reach 
the age of 65, unless they are 
considered permanently disabled by 
the Social Security Administration. 

Medicaid is a health care program 
that is tide into a person's economic 
circumstances, You may qualify for 
Medicaid if you have a low income 
and few assets. Anyone who 
receives Supplemental Social 
Security Income (SSI) will usually 
qualify for Medicaid. Medicaid is 
financed through general tax 
revenue, not through the Social 
Security taxes. To apply for 
Medicaid you should contact the 
Department of Public Welfare in 
Woburn.

Bernard P. McMahon 

Bernard P. McMahon became 
Principal of Wilmington High 
School in September, 1951. 

The school consisted of 10 
classrooms, two science 
laboratories, a library, a nurse's 
office, a cafeteria, an administrative 
area and served just over 400 
people. 

The early years were devoted to 
curriculum improvement and the 
planning for an addition which 
opened in 1955. 

The addition gave WHS 18 
additional classrooms, two more 
science laboratories, an art room, a 
home economics room, three shops, 
an auditorium and a gymnasium. 

In 1958, Wilmington High School 
was accepted into membership in 
the New England Association of 
Colleges and Secondary Schools.

completed the best football season in 
the school history in 1948 by

The race opened the season on 
September 25, by peicsing 
Burlington, 18-0,.On October 2; 
they again took the field against an 
underdog Ayer team and brought 
forth a smashing 38-0 victory. 

Then the "Blue and White" 
matched wits against a highly 
favored Dracut 11 and crashed 
through with a great 13-0 decision. 

They then easily defeated the 
Westford squad, 27-0. On the 
following Saturday, they defeated 
another favored team, Johnson, 
12-0, Millis was downed the 
following week with a 33-0 score. 

On November 6, the squad met 
the toughest team of the year, 
Hanover. They eeked out a 7-6 
victory over this scrappy squad. 
Buster Spear scored the touchdown 
and Norm Stewart place kicked the 
winning point. 

Finally, on November 11, came 
the day for which everyone had 
been waiting - the day of the game 
with Tewksbury, their arch-rival. 
No one was disappointed when the 
Wilmington victors emerged with 
the unbelievable score of 54-0. This 
was their first win over Tewksbury 
in nine years. 

The season ended with 
Wilmington winning eight games 
and losing none, scoring 202 points 
to their opponents’ six.

Keeping your bait alive requires work 


by Bill Conlon 

Fishing with artificials is easy. It 
is very rare for your rubber worms 
to die and leave you baitless. 

Caring for live bait, however, is 
not so simple. Live bait should, by 
définition, be alive when you go to 
put it on the hook. Unfortunately, 
the tiny little Lifeforms we call bait 
have only tiny sparks of life. And 
this old world has a million things 
that can snuff that small flicker. 

This time of year, one of the great 
agonies is whether to save those last 
few minnows in the bait bucket at 
the end of the day, or let them go. 

hiners are expensive, at $2.50 per 
Jozen and up, so a dozen or two of 

hiners is a bit much to waste. 

But how do you keep a bucket full 
»f Arkansas shiners alive and lively 
for next weekend? Good question. 

I've kept shiners alive all week in 
: bucket, but it takes some work, I 
usually replace their water daily, 
by dumping out the old, stale stuff 
and replacing it will cold tap water, 
added frothily to the bucket. 

Frothing up the water adds vital 


oxygen, which the fish require for 
survival. If the minnows gulp air at 
the surface, it usually means they're 
suffering from oxygen deprivation. 

T've also tried electric air pumps 
and oxygen tabs, but changing the 
water seems to do the trick nicely. 

Feeding the little fishies isn't that 
easy, however. I've tried the flake 
fish-food we use in the aquarium, 
but the Arkansas’ don't seem to see 
it. “I think they're fed with Purina 
Fish Chow in: Arkansas, so flakes 
are not their normal food. 

But, they don't seem to starve too 
quickly, so it doesn't really matter. 

Last week, I made a lucky save on 
a bucket full of minnows, saving a 
big hassle the next moming. 

I bought bait on the night before a 
tournament, but by bedtime all the 
fishies were doing the backstroke. 
Dead. I asked around and learned 
that my mother-in-law had used my 
bait bucket to swab the floors. She 
said she rinsed out the bucket, but 
apparently not all that well. 

So, I took the seemingly-dead fish 
and put them in a clean bucket and

added fresh tap water. Amazingly, 
all but two, out of two dozen, were 
swimming nicely within the hour, 
and a dozen of them lived an extra 
week for another derby! The little 
fish weren't all that lively after two 
weeks in the pail, but they did the 
job. Clean water was apparently all 
they needed to rinse the poison out. 

When keeping minnows alive, try 
to remember that big minnows, or 
a crowded bucket, is more difficult 
to maintain. The water might have 
to be changed twice a day, or more. 

The second type of bait that needs 
lots of help staying alive is worms. 

The big variable with worms is 
moisture. Too much water drowns 
them, while too little moisture will 
dry out their skins, killing them just 
as dead. 


Your best bet with worms is a bag 
of sphagnum moss, and fresh moss 
is even better. (The Great Swamp 
in Tewksbury has countless acres of 
sphagnum moss in the summer.) 

Sphagnum holds its moisture very 
well, and the nightcrawlers happily 
ooze through the weedbed without 
acare. Best results come if the can 
or barrel is kept cool and dark, and 
most cellars are ideal. 

Dirt can be used with worms, but 
that moisture level is crucial. Even 
an hour of direct sunlight may dry 
out a small container of dirt, such 
as a coffee can, while mud kills the 
worms in no time. 

No matter what type of bait, you 
can't go far wrong by checking the 
condition of the little crittefs often.

violets daffodils and all their 
colleagues simply must not be 
awakened before spring. The bird 
house rocks and sways in the 
branches as it waits for its first 
spring tenants. The apple tree, all 
gnarled and leaning to one side 
looks a little disconcerted by scene 
it surveys. A row of small white 
pines bordering the garden 
whistles a winter lullaby, and as 
my garden slceps....... 

Spring is on the way, the catalogs 
have started arriving even though 
most would not enjoy venturing to 
the mailbox, let alone into the 
garden, but they do hold the 
promise of things to come. 

Actually, the snow cover is a 
blessing in disguise if you happen 
to have perennial plants. Below 
zero weather without the snow 
would freeze them. Bare ground in 
winter isn't as good as it may seem 

. at least to the plants sleeping 
below... 

Now is the time to make an 
inventory of garden tools and to 
paint the handles bright colors so 
that they may be located in the 
green grass. Look over stored 
bulbs to be sure they are not 
suffering from too much moisture 
or lack of it. Make out a list of 
flower and vegetable seeds and 
order them early. 

There are pests living in the trees 
even now, brush or carefully burn 
(if necessary to get the close spots) 
the cocoons from the bark of old 
trees; brush snow from evergreen 
branches to keep them from 
bending or breaking off. Give 
them an oil spray sometime before 
March 15, being certain the tem- 
perature is 45 or above. This will 
help control the white scale and 
curb the invasion of the red spider. 

For indoor gardeners . . . most 
plants like to obtain moisture as 
their outdoor relatives do, by 
drinking through their roots. Place 
plants in a saucer of water. 
Overhead watering can damage

foliage. Remember to water in the 
morning and let the plants sleep 
during the day. Sponge the leaves 
with a mild soap and water now 
and then to remove dust; plants 
breath through their leaves. With 
the turn of winter, use a little 
fertilizer on any plant showing new 
growth. If the leaves of your 
begonias are brown around the 
edges, they are too close to the 
window glass and are burning. 
Don't try to keep Christmas 
plants growing. When they begin 
to drop their leaves, set them aside, 
water them enough to keep them 
alive and in June plunge them into 
the garden and allow them to 
remain there until September.

The ceiling's looking green 
after batch nineteen 


by Bill Conlon 

Into each life a little rain must 
fall. But when that rain is made of 
half-fermented beer, and it's falling 
from the ceiling tiles, you know it's 
going to be a long, ugly day. 

As some of you may know, I'm a 
homebrewer. Or was. Maybe. For 
over two years now I've made my 
own beer as a hobby. A five-gallon 
batch of homebrew takes a couple 
of hours to cook, then a week in the 
fermenting bucket before bottling. 
My cellar proved too cold for ale 
yeast to work, so the fermenter was 
kept in the living room. 

Until half-past midnight, that is. 
No more, Guaranteed, no more, 

My results have generally been 
good, with an occasional bad batch 
thrown in to keep me humble. 
Batch XVI was a nightmare, but all 
of the rest. have been drinkable at 
worst, and outstanding at best. 

Until last night. 

Normally, the worst thing that a 
homebrewer may endure is a batch 
that tastes foul, and the usual mess 
in the kitchen. Oh yes, and the malt 
smell that lingers in the house for 
days on end, But I now I've seen 
and suffered the worst possible bad 
news for any homebrewer. 

On Monday afternoon, I launched 
Batch XIX, a variation on my main 
theme of American Brown Ales, As 
a homebrewer you learn what beer 
really is, and I've settled on Brown 
Ales as my beverage of choice. The 
stuff you find on the package store 
shelf -- Bud, Coors, Miller, Pabst, 
Carling, Shlitz, Molson, etc. -- is all 
the same: pilsner-lagers. Real beer 
is porter, stout, India pale ale, and 
so on. 

Batch XIX went pretty smoothly 


in the cooking process. I used four 
pounds of pale British 2-row barley 
malt (mashed), a four-pound can of 
Mountmellick light malt extract, a 
pound of dried amber malt extract, 
and a pound of honey. Add yeast to 
that much sugar and you've got real 
beer in no time. Included was one 
ounce of locally-grown hops and an 
ounce of Willamette hops pellets to 
give the brew flavor and aroma. 

Oh, it certainly gave aroma to the 
beer, all right. For all eternity. 

In earlier batches, I fermented in 
a plastic bucket, which has a couple 
of drawbacks. The inevitable dirty 
foam that rises to the top must be 
skimmed off in the bucket, and that 
skimming process is an expressway 
for bacterial infection to enter. 

Much cleaner is the "blow-off" 
method, in which the unfermented 
beer is put in a five-gallon carbouy 
(glass bottle), and a tube at the top 
allows the hops residue and wee bits 
of grain husks to ride the foam up 
and out of the jug. Simple, eh. 

But there is a risk in a "blow-off" 
fermenter, as I've now learned. 

Just after midnight on Tuesday, I 
checked to make sure the beer was 
bubbling merrily, then toddled off 
to bed. But I was summoned back 
downstairs by my stepson minutes 
later, He was declaring an actual 
emergency, not a drill, and he was 
not kidding. 

Tt was a scene from brewer's hell. 

My fermenter blew up. The glass 
bottle didn't break, but residue had 
jammed up the rubber stopper and 
overpressurized the bottle, and the 
beer blew up. It was horrifying. 

When I got downstairs, there was 
brown ale wort dripping from the 
tile ceiling, onto the Barcalounger

the end table, and my head. A huge 
splat of green hops residue adorned 
the buckling ceiling tiles, and my 
slippers stuck to the carpet. 

There was beer and hops residue 
on my wife's watercolor paintings, 
on the stacks of magazines in the 
comer, and on the family heirloom 
pictures adorting the wall. Every- 
thing in a 10-foot circle was sticky 
and soggy from the brown rain. 

There was less than two gallons in 
the carbouy, meaning the rest of the 
five gallons of raw beer had flown, 
It must have been a geyser. Straight 
up, into the ceiling, then dripping 
down into the living room and 
ending ina sticky brown puddle in 
the basement. 

And it blew at 12:20 a.m. There 
wenta good night's sleep before the 
Wednesday "Deadline Day" rush. 

For the next three hours, my wife 
and I scrubbed and mopped and did 
loads of laundry, and still the room 
reeked of malt and hops. I needed a 
shower before bed, as my baseball 
cap was sticking to my head. 

Why me? 

My mother-in-law, keeper of the 
castle ... well, appeasement may be 
impossible. I vowed to remove my 
homebrew gear before this weck- 
end, to try and keep the peace, but I 
may end up on the slab for this. 

I should have used a bucket and 
just skimmed off the green yickiss. 
Or I could have selected a larger 
blow-off tube, Or maybe screening 
out the residue would have helped. 

In any event, I've got a homebrew 
nightmare waiting for me at home. 
I'll be scrubbing sticky-sweet beer 
wort out of the carpet for days to 
come. 

Why me? Why is February such 
a pain this year? 

For my life, still ahead, pity me,

the City Address, Melrose Mayor 
Dick Lyons listed the following

Each 
food package is worth more than 
$30. Food is purchased in bulk 
on a regional basis, then distrib- 
uted monthly to the SHARE 
warehouse in Canton. From 
here, packages are brought to 
local Host Sites. 

Each food package contains 
6-10 pounds of frozen meat or 
poultry, fresh vegetables, fresh 
fruits, staples, such as beans, 
cereals and pasta and some 
packaged or processed items. 
Local Host Sites can be church- 
es, community centers, towns, 
businesses, Councils on Aging, 
ete. There are already 20,000 
families participating in SHARE 
New England. 

The SHARE program was 
started in 1983 in San Diego, 
California, by a man who asked 
Mother Teresa of Calcutta what 
he could do to help the people of 
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India. She suggested he begin 
working in his own community. 
he organized the SHARE food 
program, which has now 
become both national and inter- 
national.

Burstyn 
takes this two‘dimensional 
woman and infuses her with 
warmth and acceptance, at the 
same time revealing her fear of 
life outside her wealthy cocoon, 

Doris (Olympia Dukakis) can 
manage, but stubbornly and 
sadly refuses to give up the 
past. She would rather mourn 
her husband, who has taken on 
saint-like proportions, than get 
out and live a little. Lucille 


(Diane Ladd) wants nothing but 


lo scream to the world that she 
is a very merry widow. 


The three women do not rep- 
resent whole people, but merely 
parts of them. It's disconcerting 
to think these fine actresses are 
offered starring roles in this 
youth-driven industry, only to 
have those roles undermined by 
making the characters rather 
ridiculous. Lucille drags an 
unsure Esther to a singles week- 
end where they become carica- 
tures of real women who meet 
silly men ‘in bad toupees. This is 
no "Used People," where people

Later, when Esther meets 
earthy ex-cop Ben, played by a 
rather inert Danny Aiello, she 
comes to life a little. But the 
portrayal of middle-aged sexual- 
ity, played strictly for laughs, is 
so silly and pathetic it should 
make you angry. Once married 
adults who've already learned 
many of life's lessons simply do 
not act like panicked teens. 
More realistic and much funnier 
is a deadpan admission, in a 
darkened room, to surgical 
scars, 

Admittedly, there are a few 
chuckles in this film, but what 
really saves it from sinking are 
the three leads. Especially 
appealing is Ladd, who subtlely 
shows us the pain beneath her 
crusty, polished exterior. And 
Lainie Kazan's brash sensibili- 
ties as an oft-married friend 
brighten the story every minute 
she's on screen. 

Okay, so no one expected a 
movie from Disney's Touchstone 
Pictures to be ground-breaking.

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As the saying goes, "The 
more things change, the more 
they stay the same." When it 
comes to the nursing profession, 
there have been significant 
changes in just the past 20 
years. Yet, in some fundamental 
ways, things haven't changed at 
all. 

“When I was a young nurse in 
the 1960s, I could never have 
predicted that nursing would 
change so much," says Janet 
Miller, R.N., Vice President of 
Nursing Administration at 
Winchester Hospital. "For exam- 
ple, the reliance on technology, 
from electronic thermometers to 
cardiac monitors and other 
things that go ‘beep’ in the night 
~ the changes are immense." 

“When I first went into nurs- 
ing 19 years ago, telemetry did- 
n't even exist," says Diane 
Doucette, R.N., who today is 
Nurse Manager. of a 24-bed 
telemetry unit at Winchester 
Hospital. Particularly useful for 
cardiac patients, telemetry is 
technology that monitors a 
patient's vital signs remotely. 
Rather than being "hooked up" 
to the nurses' station by wires 
from the bedside, the patient 
can move around normally 
while in the hospital yet still be 
continuously monitored.

"As a result of increased edu- 
cation, we have more autonomy 
in making decisions about treat- 
ment," says Doucette. "The 
things that only physicians 
could do 20 years ago, such as 
interpreting lab data, we can do 
today." 

"To become an R.N., you can 
have a three-year hospital-pro- 
gram diploma, a two-year asso- 
ciate's degree, or a four-year 
bachelor's degree," explains 
Doucette. 

"To be a nurse in the 90s, 
however, is to feel a need for 
constant education,” says Miller. 
"Today's nurse says, 'I need to 
know more...about nursing diag- 
noses, computers, cardiac 
dysrhythmias, AIDS, case man- 
agement, ethics...the list goes 
on." 

And with their expanded 
knowledge comes expanded 
career opportunities within the 
profession. Today's nurse can 
advance into positions such as 
nurse manager (with 24-hour-a- 
day operational responsibility 
for an entire unit, such as 
Doucette), clinical nurse spe- 
cialist, nurse practitioner, nurse 
anesthetist, researcher, teacher 
in a nursing program, or admin- 
istrator. 

These are all positive 
changes in the profession -- is 
there a downside to ‘progress?’ 

"Paperwork," says. both 
Doucette and Lianne Doughty, 
R.N., a relative newcomer to the 
profession (she got her degree 
and started working at 
Winchester Hospital in 1989).

"It's frustrating,” says 
Doucette. "Insurance companies 
are defining patients' length of 
stay by limiting the number of 
days they'll pay for, That 
detracts from our ability to 
teach and spend time with the 
patient." J 

"I expected to be able to 
spend more time with patients,” 
says Doughty, who works with 
oncology patients. "It seems 
we're spending less time at the 
patient's bedside with each 
passing day. But at Winchester 
Hospital, we're looking at new 
ways of taking notes with a com- 
puter at the patient's bedside to 
maximize our time with the 
patient.” 

If there is an aspect of nurs- 
ing that has remained constant 
over the years, however, it is the 
reward of being a caregiver -- 
which is often what drew these 
women into nursing in the first 
place, 

"When I teach oncology 
patients, the greatest reward is 
to see a ‘click’ behind the eyes 
of a patient when I explain how 
chemotherapy is going to attack 
their cancer; they understand 
and I see their fear go away," 
says Doughty. 

"And even on the rough days, 
when I leave work and put my 
hands on the steering wheel of 
my car, I tell myself that if I did 
one thing today to make a per- 
son happy, then I did my job. 

"I think that's the essence of 
nursing," she adds, "And { hope 
that never changes."
